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. There is definitely a feeling of 
tenilon around tlie Capital, a feel- 
ing which il probably more appar» 
ent after a short absence from the 
city. 

. The date of the next election is 
.uppermost in everyone's mind. 
^Vhen are we going to get It over 
with and get back to normal is the 
form the question most often lakes. 

Actually, the present government 
is nervous about calling an elec- 
tion while the war is on, and yet it 
is going to be difficult to find a 
good reason to postpone the election 
until after hostilities in Europe 
.cease. If the war is over, the gov- 
ernment may hope that the public 
feeling on the question of con- 
scription win not run so high and 
that it may have a chance of re- 
election on the basis of developing 
a strong peace and post-war secur- 
ity. 

Such thinking, however, neglects 
the consideration of the soldier 
vote, which will be a much greater 
factor in the immediate period 
after the war than It is at present. 
It is difficult for members of the 
armed forces to speak with a unit- 
ed v6ice under battle conditions, 
but let them be out of the battle 
area, perhaps in the process of 
being discharged, and they will 
begin to think more Intensely of 
the post-war government Andc If 
they have been exposed io some of 
the abuses which arc apparently 
common in the discharge rehabilita- 
tion set-up, théir vote will not go 
for the governnnenl. 

No one can predict at the moment, 
on- valid -grounds,, the results of.ilie 
n^t election because no one knows 
yet when It will take place or what 
will be the issues. Two or three 
weeks before the election will be 
time 'enough to make predictions. 

Travelling across two-lhirds ol 
Canada, however, does give one a

To the Memory of V. F. Colverton 
(1900-1940) 

His real name wss George Goetz and he took the 
above name tô Iceep his job and still be able to write; 
and readini his boolts and understanding them ii 
worth more than a degree in any unlveraily. 

I never got to Icnow him, for he wag dead when 
I was just awaltening to the greatness of his worlt; 
and I was lelt standing oiitside a New Yoric boolc- 
store with the large issue of his magazine ''The Mod- 
ern ,QuarlerIy!|^hanging from my hiand— for It was 
the memorial tissue put together by his Irlends and 
admirers. 

And as 1 stood there I thought of his boolcs that 
I had read and the three others I had bought the 
other day, ahd reviewed what he had been and what 
he had done for me, meetinjg him In the flush of most 
curious adolescence. 

He was an editor, journalist, criUc, publisher's ad« 
viser,' reader, writer. lecturer, sociologist, advocate 
of radical and unpopular causes, convivial com- 
panion and encyclopedic authority at a moment's 
notice, who wouldn't hesitate to return an article, 
demanding "This piece of yours his got to be more 
challenging. That's what we're alter. Hand 'em a 
jolt Put more bite Into it." So writes one who 
kriew hiih. > 

But for me— through him I can trace my own 
thinking. His "Passing b( the Gods" was the answer 
to my problems about religion. His cocdltorship 
wiUj Dr. Schmalhauicn of "Sex In Civilization" ex- 
plained what Freud couldn't make comprehensible. 
"Hie Liberation of American Literature" was the 
broad outline that has since served me for literary 
criticism. His "The Awakening of America" and 
"Where Angels Dared to Tread" made history seem 
both realistic and inspiring. Hia "Anthology of 
Negro Literature" opened liew cultural horizons and 
led me to explore the cultures of other oppressed 
peoples. His two anthologies, "The Making of Man" 
and "The Making of Society" were almost the first 
books that I saved up to buy new, and they made 
anthropology and sociology open and clear sailing. 
More recently I read his "The New Generation" with 
its glorious picture of the possibilities of the new 
education for youth, and his "Woman's Coming of 
Age" with iis great ideas on the emancipation of the 
woman. 

Then too. the magazine thai he edited from 1023 
to his death, sometimes a monthly, sometimes a 
quarterly dependent on funds, contains articles and 
comments on the interim more keen than any I've 
seen since; while his own articles and poems, his 
fighting pa&sion to help In the formation of a mili- 
tant farmer-worker's party, were and are part of Uie 
inspiration and guide needed today to ensure that 
Jht second peace is a lasting one. 

It would be easy to go on; I have notes and com- 
ments on almost all his works, but instead, I should 
like to close wlUi a poem that Is rather dedicated 
to the man inside (one of his own titles) than 
descriptive of the type of person he was. 

POEltt FOB V. F. CALVERTON 
My friend, 

A swarthy, fleshly, roaring fellow. 
A man who after work browsed In a bookstore 
And to whom recollections from llyleafs 
Were vagarlts from classics he had discovered 
Stood there alone In a corner 
Stroking the hair on the back of his hand,— 
Living whole lifetimes In the condensed time of 
a page, 

Because with the intellect it took fortitude 

To express the bleakness. 

And it was so much easier to say the land waa 

brighU

Health Column 



The Common Cold 

Colds are probably responsible 
for more loss of time in the aggre- 

Bale than any other disease. It is 
true that the loss of time for an 
individual case is not great. The 
large number of people affected, 
however, make the common cold a 
very Important factor In the life 
of the commtmlty. 

A ti-ue cold, as distinguished from 
Vasomotor RhinUis, which Is akin 
to hay fever, but occurs at other 
seasons, is due to an infection by a 
virus. Viruses are considerably 
smaller than bacteria which are 
large enough to be readily seen un- 
der an ordinary microscope. Much 
of our knowledge of their activity 
has been gained indirectly through 
serum reactions and changes rather 
than through our ability to see and 
identify them directly. 

The cold virus leads to the com- 
mon early symptoms; congested 
feeling in the nose, watery .dis 
charge, sneezing,' mild fever, head' 
ache, and general malaise. These 
initial symptoms may last a few 
days and then disappear. They may, 
on the other hand, be followed by 
thick nasal discharge, sinus head- 
aches, etc., .(Which may go on for 
some days.' "These further symptoms 
are usually due to a "secondary in 
fection" i.e. bacteria such as strep 
tococcus, staphylococcus, etc. 

If ''the common cold is treated 
with respect, it may never go on 
to the "secondary infection" stage, 
and may be terminated early.

Science and Religion 



Last week's staff-student fonun 
on iScience, Religion and Philoso- 
phy was to turn many facets of a 
complex problem to the light, but 
perhaps the brevity and Inadequacy 
with which each of these facets was 
examined was disappointing. , 

In spite of this heterogeneity, cer- 
tain aspects of the problem were to 
reappear again and again, showing 
where the concentration of interest 
lay. • 

One of these aspects was the dif- 
ficulty of defining . the word "re- 
ligion." Although It was variously 
defined as "man's relationship wiUi 
God," as "an attitude toward the 
world" and as "a faith in the work- 
ing of the universe toward a def- 
inite goal," it became increasingly 
apparent as the meeUng continued, 
that' "religion" means different 
things to different people. Also 
interesting was thé tendency en the 
part of Uie "religious" men to think 
of religion in terms ot the evidence 
of "religious experience" — very 
much as an artist might think of 
beauty In terms of the beautiful — 
objects he had seen, rather than 
in terms ot the philosophy of art 
with Its rules of form and com- 
position in the abstract and gen- 
eral. The non-religious, on the oth- 
er hand, took a more generalized 
approach, viewing religion as su- 
perstition, or a means of escape 
from the fear of the unknown. 

The whole aspect of thè problem 
lea^s toMeeper channels than would 
at first appear; for certainly it the 
fundamental thing to. the modem 
reUgious man Is not a belief that 
the world was created in six days, 
then the men of science have been 
fighting a boogie of their own 
creation. In other words they havo 
been using a great deal of energy 
to disprove something which no- 
body believed in the first place. 

How far does this now bring us? 
Unfortunately not so far as one 
might hope. For— depending on the 
scientist— an effort can arise to 
show religious experience to be due 
to anything from sublimation of the 
sex impulse to a lack of sleep and 



food. The philosopher may, of 
course, be called In, and asked to 
prove the. existence of God. He 
may not do so, to the satisfaction 
of the audience. However— as wa;:' 
pointed out by one religious sup- 
porter at the meeting— knowing In- 
tellectually that God exists does no> 
make a man religious... not any-; 
more than knowing how sounu 
waves make up music gives a deaf 
man an appreciation of what music 
truly Is. 

Is the scientific man, then a flgurc 
forever incompatible with the re- 
ligious man? No; one road at least 
they can both travel. For although 
neither science nor reason can lead 
men to God, religion cannot go 
contrary to reuon. They are not 
incompatible: Ihey are merely two 
different things. One's religion can- 
not be contradicted by the facts. 

Another problem, of course, pre- 
sents itself at this point. Is not our 
reason conditioned by our emo- 
tional experience? The manner in 
which "intellectuals" someUmes 
argue would seem to suggest this 
to be the case. Accusations which 
begin "The trouble with you sci- 
entists is that you can only under- 
stand . . ." or "You philosophers 
can't see . . ." seem to deny that 
there is anything universal in rea- 
son . . . and yet these are usually 
made by the mén who call upon 
reason for thé proof of their view- 
points. 

Now, certainly no-one would deny 
that his approach to a problem Is 
conditioned by his experience . . . 
by whether he is laccustomed to 
studying problems as an economist 
or sociologist, for instance. But 
one must still have faith that an 
intelligent person has the breadth 
of mind to see trick wherever It is 
shown and by whatever means it 
is disclosed. It Is necessary to real- 
ize that all valid approaches must 
be considered and synthesised to 
make a compte view of the uni- 
verse. To deny the universality of

Science and Religion 
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reason is, In effect, to commit in- 
tellectual suicide. 

' To return to the relationship of 
science and religion, we notice that 
à number of summaries appeared in 
primitive form, at least, at last 
week's meeting. One view claimed 
that there was a tendency either 
to make a science of religion or a 
religion of science. To make a 
■dence of religion is to study re« 
yigtol^nalytlcaUy ... to examine 
^h'ë**eonïUtuUon of the religious 
person and to reduce creeds to their 
historical origins. As was previously 
shown, this may tell men a great 
deal abont religion, but It cannot 
awaken religion in a religiously- 
dead mind. Similarly, the flaw of 
making a religion of science, is to 
put an undue amount of faith in 
one aspect of human knowledge. To 
say there is no truth but scientifi- 
cally revealed truth is to speak 
brashiy ... to say that science, 
tortoise-moving though It be, will 
eventually answer all things, is to 
speak with unfounded optimism. 

Agnosticism is another prevalent 
view. The agnostic is the man who 
Is always safe because he never ex- 
presses an opinion. He says neither 
than men cap or cannot know some- 
thing, but that they cannot be cer- 
tain they know something. Time 
may prove either science or reli- 
gion to be right, or both, or neither, 
but we wlU'Just have to wait and 
see. There Is obviously no answer 
to this sort of caution. But it would 
seem that there Is at least moral 
virtue in the man who admits the 
validity of human knowledge in so 
|ar as. It goes, and tries to work 
some sort of totality from it, which 
seeks to take into account all the 
existing facts, and to co-relate them 
into an intelligible whole. 
THE 8VMMING VP 

The view that religion and sci- 
ence are two different things is 
not so wrong it we understand it 
In a certain sense. We must admit 
that there are different kinds of 
knowledge. There Is scientific 
knowledge; there is religious know- 
ledge; there Is the knowledge which 
may but be, described as artistic 
insight.'*' 

We are reminded of the legion 
of the three blind men who went 
to look at an elephant One of 
them grabbed its tail and prMlaim< 



ed an elephant to be like a rope, 
The second pressed its side, and 
found it very ilke a wall; the third 
felt its trunk and said the other 
two were wrong, that an elephant 
was like à tree. 

Each of the blind men was right 
and each was wrrong. But the mis* 
take made by all of them was their 
solopistic belief that because they 
were certain they were right, it was 
necessary that all others be wrong. 
Had they taken a more liberal at- 
titude, they might .have figured ^ out 
some synthetic animal which would 
have been far closer to an elephant 
than Is either a rope, a wall or a 
tree, when each of these objects is 
considered alone. 

There are many ways of looking 
at elephants.' There are many ways 
of looking at the world. And we 
must suppose that in the end, the 
true world is the sum total of all 
that has been discovered by the 
different interpretations. The aim 
of education must be to expose us 
to as many of these interpretations 
as possible— thati too, should be the 
aim we set ourselves— and to lead 
us to embrace all we can into our 
Weltanshauung. MJI.E.
